Hdmorep Att.uk IPOS THE NoilLES F.Xl-Kl-I- 
tion. — Information was received in this city on 
Wednesday to the effect that Col. Nobles' expedi- 
tion to lay out an emigrant road from Fort Kidgelv 
to the South Pass h«d l*en met at the crossing of 
the Big Sioux by a large party of Yankton Indians, 
and their pansage acro.-s that stream resi-ted. Col. 
Nobles' party was not tutrkient to force a p -seage. 
aud he fell back to tbeeart side of the river, where 
be threw up tem;er.rv defences, and dispatched to 
Fort Kidgely for assistance. 

The Yanktons number over 140 lodges, and wc 
presume about that number of warriors, although 
rumor puts the number down at 300. Col. Nobles' 
party consists of seventy-five men, well armed with 
Sharpe's rifles and revolvers. In addition to this 
force there are twenty-five men in the employ of the 
Dakota Land As-ociation, in the immediate neigh- 
borhood of Col Nobles; tbey are well armed aad ef- 
ficient men, and could easily effect a junction with 
Col. N.'s expedition. One hundred men, as well 
armed and efficiently commanded as this part v is, 
can easily defend them-elve» against five times their 
number. We do not think, therefore, that any ap- 
prehensions need lie entertained bv those having 
friends with Col. Nobles. 

Major Sherman's battery of flyinfe- artillery aod 
one company of infantry is the entire force on our 
frontier. It is entirely "too small for aggresuv e pur- 
poses, and barely s ifficient for defensive operations.

Impoktast Movements in the Grape and 
Wine Culture in the United States. — The 
Commissioner of Patents has set apart a portion of 
the funds last appropriated by Congress for agricul- 
tural purposes.for obtaining cuttings of all the native 
wild graiie vines of the United States, to be placed 
in tne bands of practical cultivators, with a view 
of festing their adaptation to the soil and climate 
of the other sections of the Union, and determin- 
ing their value for table use and for making wino. 
Major H. 0 W.lliams, of Fairfax county, Virginia, 
has been chosen to select the cuttings of the vines 
of Aikansa* and Texas, and of the neighboring 
Territories, and obtain certain information connec- 
ted with their growth and locality, which are to 
be employed in carrying out said experiment.

FROM MONTREAL — T1IK I. ATE CATHOLIC RIOTS 
THESE. 

Montreal, July 14, 1857. 

As if the extreme heat of the weather was not 
sufficient to try the nerves of the unfortunate in- 
habitants of our citv, no iv literally baked under a 
Julv sun, which has* run the thermometer up to 
nearly UK) in the shade, we have been still further 
heated and excited bv an endeavor, on the part of 
some of our unruly '-fellow -citizens," to emulate 
the example of the ' Dead Babbits," and disgrace 
the streets of Montreal by such scenes of rioting and 
lawlessness as lately disgraced the streets of New- 
York. Last Sunday was the 12th of July, the anni- 
ver.-ary of the battle of the Ilovne; and the Orange- 
men, it seems, were determined at all risks to nuke 
some public display in honor of that victory-. Ac- 
cordingly, in the morning they as-embled in their 
lodae-room, which occupies the" fourth story of the 
Odd Feilowb' Hall, in Great St. J.mes street, to the 
uuml>er of thirty or more, armed to the teeih. and 
hung out an Orange banner, representing "King 
William of glorious memory" on horseback, er 
some such device. 

The banner soon began to attract attention, and 
raise the indignation of the Irish Bom in Catholics, 
who, toward 3 o'clock in the afternoon, assembled in 
large numbers in front of the building, and com- 
menced tiring brickbats and pistol shots at the ob- 
noxious flag. The authorities, seeing every' pros- 
pect of a desperate riot, unless some steps were 
taken to avert it, marched down a squad of police- 
men, and finally persuaded the Orange leader to 
take in the banner. This step was hailed bv the 
mob below with a shout of triumph and derision, 
who then, the m.iiu cause of offense being removed, 
and probably not daring to attack the lodge, scat- j 
tered through the neighborhood, and amused them- 
selves bv assaulting aud beating or shooting any 
person whom thev suspected of being an Orange- 
man or who chaiiced to tie otherwise offensive to 
them. As the police never even pretended to inter- 
fere, and would have proved perfectly u.-ele.-s had 
thev done so, a good manv persons were dangerous- 
ly leaten and wounded, sonw of them, it is feared, ,

On Monday night the Orangemen had a soiree or j 
ball iuthe Odd Fellows' Hall, but, contrary to all j 
expectations, the affair passed off without serious 
disturbance. This was owing to the fact that the j 
hall was so situated as to be assailable only in front, i 
was well defended, inside and out, by Orangemen 
aud policemen, and the street before the door was 
kept i lear by patrols of police. The mob assembled 
near the place, to the number of several thousand, 
but finding no chance of a successful riot there, 
turned their attention elsewhere, and commenced an 
attack on the St. Charles Saloon, in the next street, 
which was completely gutted. This saloon was kept 
by the Messrs. Carson, Orangemen, who had a nar- 
row escape with their lives, as the mob attacked 
them without any warning, and poured a volley of 
pistol shots into the bar-room, where thev were sit- 
ting with some friends and customers, before they 
were aware of their danger. Only one person, how- 
ever, was inj ured, a boy of eight or ten years old, 
who received a slug in the arm. 

It seems the mob, disappointed in their expecta- 
tions of a victory over the 0 angemen at their hall, 
were yet resolved to have some victims, and for the 
purpose of drawing them into their power, set fire to 
the saw-mill of Douglass Bros., in Griffintown, a 
part of the city inhabited almost entirely by the 
worst class of" Irishmen. The watchman in the 
mills perished in the flames, and it is suspected that 
he was first beaten or shot by the incendiaries. The 
fire companies on their arrival were prevented from 
working, and two of them, the Union and Queen, 
who are composed principally of Protestants, were 
attacked and driven from their engines. Several 
were shot and others wounded reverely by brickbats 
and bludgeons. The disturbance was finally quell- 
ed by the arrival of the water police, an efficient 
and well armed body of men.

But the error con-ists iu men plac- 
ing themselves in positions which present the strong- 
est of all possible temptations to sacrifice independ- 
ence and heart and conscience, in order to maintun 
their standing in the business world. Bevoud all 
question, the universal error of the age iu this couu 
trv is, l hastiny to be rich;' and this neglect brings 
with it, iu multitudes which we know of, the pre- 
mature decay of body and mind together, and in the 
sweeping ruin carries with it down to death, truth, 
manliness, heart, conscience, all! confirming the say- 
ing, " They that will be rich fall into temptation and 
a snare, and into many foolish and hurtful lust*, 
which drown men in destruction and perdition, 
which, while some men coveted after, they have 
erred from the faith and pierced themselves through 
with many sorrows." And again, "//« that fiasteth 
to be rich shall not be innocent." "He that hasteth 
to be rich hath an evil eve and considereth not that 
poverty shall come upon him."
